Wasutneron, D. G., Feb. 21.—Representa- 
tive Barber, of Chieago, who represents that 
district which probably has the largest Ger- 
man population in it of any district in the 
United States, in a recent conversation ex- 
pressed the following opinion as to the policy 
which the Germans would pursue with re- 
spect to the different Presidential candi- 
dates:

THE VITAL SPARK. 


An Attempt to Reproduce It—Experi- 
ments with the Bodies of Two Mur 
derers. 

NASHVILLE, Feb. 21.—A reporter describing 
the attempt to resuscitate the negroes hanged 
After 
they had been suspended for seventeen min- 
utes they were cut down, and Dr. Sleger, of 
Nashville, and Drs. Byrne and Murfee, of 
this city, attempted the experiment in resus- 
citation which was proposed some days ago. 
They did not begin until thirty minutes after 
the men had been cut down. A number of 
physiciams were present to witness the ex- 
periment. After the clothing had been taken 
off, their bodies were wrapped in hot blank- 
ets, applications were made to their necks to 
reduce the swelling, and an artificial respira- 
tion brought about by the means usually ap- 
plied in cases of persons who have been 
in the water for a long time. All this 
was preliminary to the application of 
electricity. Batteries were placed in juxta- 

ion spinal co and different 
portions of the brain. The effects of the ap- 
plication were soon apparent. First came 
nervous muscular twitchings in those parts 
of the body with which the batteries were 
placed in contact. The temperature was 
eradusily increased until it reached over 

1,000 degrees. 

The effect was immediate. The muscular 
contractions increased. The limbs twitched 
and shook like men asleep, and struggling 
under the spell of a horrid nightmare. The

It is true the act of the Legislature limits 
the amount of tax to be levied to 2 per cent 
of the valuation; but the Legislature at the 
same time exeepted taxes for school pur- 
poses from this limitation, and the levy for 
interest on the funded debt is also excepted 
from the limitation. So the Council have the 
power and are disposed to exercise it in 
making appropriations’ to the following ex- 
tent. We give the sums u round numbers 
for illustration:

This money in the Tréasury is partly the 
surplus of thé collections of back taxes and 
partly the result of savings by the Executive 
Department from the appropriations made 
since 1876. This money is now sufficient to 
enable the City Government to do aq its 
business for cash, instead of with scrip. If 
this money be left in the Treasury as a current 
fand with which to pay municipal expenses 
as they accrue, there will be no fiecessity for 
the further issue of any scrip; if the City 
Couneil shall appropriate this money in addi- 
tion to the ordinary tax-levy and other reve- 
nue, then the hope of ever bringing the City 
Government to cash payments may as well 
be abandoned. | 

Last year, because the city could not pay 


-| cash for salaries and was conipelied te pay 


serip, there was 5 per cent added to the sal- 
afies. This year, because the city can pay 
its expenses in cash, this 5 per cent addition 
to salaries can be omitted. 

Another fact, and one which members 
of the Council and the public generally 
cannot afford to overlook, is the declaration, 
officially madé by the Controller, that the 
cost of the government of the city when all 
payments are made in scrip is $200,000 
greater annually than when the city can 
pay cash. To expend this money in the 
Treasury for the mere sake of expending it, 
and compelling the City Government to re- 
sort to the issue of illegal scrip, is to con- 
sume $200,000 more of the public money than 
wili be needed if the city is permitted to do 
business on a cash basis. Is not that a heavy 
penalty for the disgraceful luxury of issuing 
two or three millions of city serip to be 
hawked about the streets for sale at a dis- 
count? 

Of course the scent of cash in the Treasury, 
subject to appropriation by the Council, is 
too appetizing to be resisted by that portion 
of the Council which deals and traffics in 
city expenditures. One hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars added to the salaries 
will be worth, eash in Hand, from $15,000 
to $20,000 to the friends of those Alder- 
men, if there be any, who have men in office 
or to beappointed. An appropriation of half 
a million of dollars extra for school sites and 
buildings will be worth, to those interested 
enough to approve such an expenditure, per- 
haps 650,000 cash in hand. Thus, at the bot- 
tom of this madness for emptying the 
Treasury inte the hands of an increased num- 
ber of officers and hungry contractors is the 
dishonest desire to pocket dishonest pay for 
a dishonest system of wasteful, extravagant 
expenditure. 

At every step in the progress of the appro- 
priation ordinance the demand for the lar- 
gest expenditures and the largest salaries is 
evident. Though there are but four pro- 
fessed Communists in the Council, there are 
so many others of kindred sentiments that it 
is possible the appropriations will be made 
on the Socialistic scale. It is to be regretted 
that conspicuous among the miembers voting 
for the extravagant and wasteful policy, and 
thereby sustaining the theory that all gov- 
ernment is founded for the pyrpose of levy- 
ing the greatest possible sum of taxes to be 
expended among the greatest possible num- 
ber of officers, is Ald. Dixon. He cer- 
-tainly knows the humiliating condition of the 
city finances a few years ago; he knows why 
and how that condition was brought about; 
he knows the criminal policy of rutining the 
Government with scrip; and therefore it is 
that his action towards swelling the appro- 
priations is at once a surprise and a fegret to 
his constituents and the public.

The Democratic candidates, more or less 
prominent, may be listed as follows: Tilden, 
Hendricks, Thurman, Bayard, Seymour, 
Church, Hancock, McDonald, English of 
Connecticut, English of Indiana, and Payne. 
Lightning may strike somebody else. 

Tilden is shut out at once by the various 
factions that oppose him for various reasons, 
because they all agree that the Democratic 
quarrel in New York will prevent him from 
carrying that State. It is claimed, and with 
a good deal of force, that the defeat of Robin- 
son (Tilden’s proxy last fall), by a defection 
of 75,000 voters under John Kelly and Tam- 
many, demonstrated that Tilden will alse be 
defeated in person in ease he shall be the 
Democratic nominee for President. There 
is no hope for electing a Democratic Presi- 
dent without the vote of New York, and 
hence Tilden is shelyed by all those who are 
not attached to his personal fortunes in some 
fashion that does not leave them free agents. 
It may be doubted, too, whether Mr. Tilden 
himself is so anxious to make another race 
for the Presidency as hé was a year or more 
ago. According to all accounts he is very 
much broken in health, ahd must naturally 
apprehend personal disaster from the worry 
and vexation of a heated political campaign. 
John Kelly’s triumph last fall must have 
been a great shock to him, and he is too good 
a hater himself and too crafty a politician to 
depreciate the power of his New York 
enemies within the Demoeratie party. Mr. 
Tilden is not the sort of man to aspire after 
the empty honors of defeat, and it is alto 
gether likely that he will not exert that vast 
and peculiar influence to secure a nomina- 
tion this year which won him the prize at St. 
Louis in 1876, 

But the rejection of Mr. Tilden by the Na 
tional Convention is by no means tantamount 
to his elimination from the National cam- 
paign. Tilden’s experience, money, and sup- 
port are even more essential to the Demo- 
crates in New York than the codperation of 
the anti-Tilden Democrats in that State. 
The Democratic Convention cannot afford to 
nominate any man to whom Tilden is hos- 
tile, and this fact shuts out several other 
Demoeratie candidates. Mr. Hendricks is 
notably under the ban. It would be in the 
nature of a personal affront to Tilden to first 
refuse him the nomination and then confer it 
upon the tall-piece of the last ticket, and 
such an affront would be resented with all 
the effective vindictiveness Which Tilden can 
bring into action when heis provoked. If 
the Repuvlicans had the naming of the Dem- 
cratic candidate they would probably sele:t 
Mr. Hendricks as the most available for de- 
feat, because of the reasonable certainty 
they would then feel that the Republican 
candidate, whoever he may be, could carry 
New York. Unless the Democrats are utterly 
blind to their own interests they will be im- 
pressed by the same consideration. 

Mr. Tilden will regard the selection of any 
other New York man in much the same light 
as the selection of Hendricks. He naturally 
holds that, if New York is to furnish the 
candidate, he is entitled t» the distinction by 
reason of his claims on the office and his pre- 
eminence over all other New York Demo- 
crats. Hence he would resent the nomina- 
tion of ex-Gov. Seymour or Chlief-Justice 
Church almost as much as that of Hendricks. 
Gov. Seymour himself, there is reason to be- 
lieve, is honestly averse te accepting the 
nomination on account of his advanced age 
and physical infirmity; he was the victim of 
& paralytic stroke some years ago, and is not 
in a condition to endure any strain or excite- 
ment without danger of a second shock with 
fatal results.

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CLEANING THE RIVER. 
The Citizens’ Association, with commenda- 
ble earnestness, are holding meetings to con- 


| sider the best means of affording immediate 


relief to the people of this city, and of the 
towns along the Illinois River, from the evil 
of insufficient drainage furnished through 
the canal. The facts are generally under- 
stood, and the injurious results are expe- 
rienced by everybody. The Illinois & Michi- 
gan Canal, the bottom of Which Was above 
the level of the Chicago River, was partially 
supplied by water pumped from the river 
into the canal. The City of Chicago, how- 
ever, in order to provide permanent relief 
to the city by a continuous flow of water 
from the river into the canal, expended 
nearly $3,500,000 to deepen the canal some 
eight feet. This improvement went into 
operation ten years ago, and for some years 
worked well. In the ten years, how- 
ever, the population and the sewage of 
the city have nearly doubled, and, owing 
to periodic changes in the hight of the lake, 
the level of water in the river has fallen a 
couple of feet, and consequently the flow of 
water from the river has 80 seriously dimin- 
ished that it fails to sufficiently dilute the 
sewage, whicii is carried down to the IIIInois 
River, to the great offense of the good people 
of that region. The grievance is aggravated 
by the failure to carry off the sewage in suf- 
ficient quantity to afford the relief needed to 
render the Chicago River decently endura- 
ble. 

An immediate remedy is heeded for city 
sanitary reasons, arid to avoid legal and sani- 
tary proceedings on the part of the people of 
the Illinois River towns. 

The necessity for immediate action is con- 
ceded, because to neglect it longer will be 
criminal. What, then, is the simplest and 
easiest remedy? The trouble in thé case 
arises from an insufficiency of water in the 
canal. The remedy naturally suggesting 
itself is to increase the volume of water 
passing through the canal, thereby increas- 
ing its velocity, and carrying off with it 
a greater amount of sewage, the whole 
so diluted with pure lake-water as to be sub- 
stantially inoffensive. To still further 
deepen and enlarge the bed of the canal will 
be a work of years, costing many millions of 
dollars. To dig lateral sewers along the 
river side to estoh the sewage and bear it off 
to some place In the rural districts, there to 
be pumped up and disposed of as liquid 
manure to farmers, is preposterous, at once 
wholly impracticable and impossible. The 
farmers would not permit such a liquid 
deluge to be spread over their wet, heavy- 
clay, undrained land, for we believe there is 
scarcely an acte of tile-drained farm-land in 
Cook County. So this wild scheme may be 
dismissed from further consideration. 

To restore the pumps, and to rebuild the 
lock connecting the river and the canal, is 
admitted by everybody as affording the 
speediest and, for years to come, the most 
efficient of all speedy and practicable reme- 
dies. To putin these wheel pumps, and to 
set the improvement in actual Operation, will 
require but afew months of time and an ex- 
penditure variously estimated at the insig- 
nificant sum of $75,000 to $100,000. All the 
engineers, all the experts, all those engaged 
in the navigation and other use of the canal, 
unite in commending this as the best and 
most feasible scheme. Persons doing busi- 
ness on the canal state that the flow of water 
from the river into the canal now averages 
from 17,000 to 20,000 cubic feet a minute. By 
erecting the pumps, with only a lift of five 


‘feet, this flow can be increased to 50,000 cubic 


feet a minute. Mr. Nofton, practically ac 
quainted with the whole operation of the 
pumps before the deepening of the canal and 
with thé present performance of the canal, 
stated the situation very clearly. He said: 
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This statement, which is confirmed by Mr. 
Singer, an old and experienced canaller, by 
the Canal Engineer and Commissioners of the 
ditch, and by all those having actual expe- 
rience, ought to satisfy the Council and com- 
munity as to what should be done in the 
emergency, Mr. Singer stated that to in 
crease the flow of water into the canal to 
50,000 cubic feet a minute would change the 
whole body of waterin the Chicago River 
every ten hours, and he declared that he was 
willing to putin the pumps for $100,000 and 
engage that this improvement would be all 
sufficient to meet any increase of the city 
sewage for at least seven to ten years to 
come. 

The largest estimated cost of this work is 
put at $100,000. Any measure that will empty 
the contents of the South Branch into the 
canal in ten hours, to be replaced with pure 
water from the lake, is of such value to this 
city that the estimated dost of $100,000 be- 
comes a matter of insignificance. Once pro- 
vided, these works will suffice for seven to 
ten years. Putting the daily cost of operat- 
ing the pumps at $75 per day for 200 days in 
each year, the total annual expense will de 
about $15,000; but call it $20,000. In the mean- 
time, a deliverance from the present intol- 
erable evil, for ourselves and down-river 
neighbors, and a prevention of its recur- 
rence being secured fer several years to 
come, the city will have time to con- 
sider and devise some plan of a per- 
manent character for the future. The proj- 
ect of a great enlargement of the canal will 
possibly within a few years be absolutely 
determined, and, as the completion of that 
work will remove all trouble for the future, 
Chicago should now confine its expenditure 
to this practical, certain, and comparatively 
inéxpéensive mode of affording immediate 
relief. 

It is to be hoped the Mayor and the Com- 
missioner of Public Works, both of whom, 
we assume, have no higher ambition than to 
render what service they can officially to the 
city, will now givé the aid of their positions 
and their common sense to this scheme, 
and secure in the current appropriation ordi- 
nance provision for adequate pumping and 
other improvements. The whole reflecting 
part of the community will cordially indorse 
and applaud this expenditure as wise and 
necessary to the city’s welfare.

PARNELL. 

Whatever may be thought of Mr. Parneéll’s 
mission and his manner of conducting it, 
and notwithstanding the “ remorseless per- 
sistence of the sensation-loving New York 
Herald, the pap-fed and otherwise fed Bour- 
bon New York World, and that doctrinaire 
journal of pseudo-culture the New York 
Nation, there is no doubt but Chicago 
will greet the agitator te-morrow evening 
with a large, enthusiastic, and impressive 
audienee. Many will go doubtless through 
mere curiosity to see the man who has had 
the temerity to brave the opinion of the 
whole English and pro-British American 
press; who has stood unmoved in the British 
House of Commons amid the jeers and groans 
of the} first assembly of gentlemen in the 
world“; a man who, while yet in early man- 
hood, has attracted’ the attention of the civil- 
ized world; who, to use the language of the 
veteran agitator, Wendell Phillips, has 
bearded the British lion in his own den. 

But. aside from motives ofmere curiosity, 
Americans will be glad to greet the grandson 
of one of their greatest naval heroes, and to 
express sympathy with a struggling nation- 
ality with whom they havé many ties 
of interest. They cannot forget that 
Mr. Parnell's Irish ancestor voted for a 
motion in the Irish Parliament expressing 
sympathy with the American struggle over 
100 years ago. The idea of agitation, too, 
will not be so odious to them when itis re- 
membered that the agitation led by Patrick 
Henry, and John Hancock, and Samuel 
Adams ‘culminated in their own freedom; 
and that, still later, agitators such as Wendell 
Phillips, Lloyd Garrison, Horace Greeley, 
Thurlow Weed, and Owen Lovejoy roused 
this Nation to the enormity of negro slavery 
and led to the emancipation of that race 
whose bondage made free nation a mishomer 
as applied to this country. 

His own countrymen will, of course, con- 
stitute the largest and most enthusiastic por- 
tion of the assemblage. For them he has 
broken through the artificial barriers of race 
and religious prejudice; has estranged him- 
self from the aristocratic society into which 
he was born; abandoned his legitimate hopes 
of preferment, the ease which is the accom- 
paniment of a large income, and those dis- 
tinections which loyal servility brings to men 
of his class in Ireland. He has abandoned 
all these to become the leader of a dis- 
couraged and disorganized, half-clad and haif- 
fed people in the effort to rid themselves from 
the more than Egyptian bondage in which they 
have been kept for centuries. And in doing 
this he has had to brave the invectives, the 
contumely, and the slanders of the English 
press and the greater portion of the English 
public, the hatred and malignity of envious 
politicians in his own country, the scorn of 
society and its panderers, and purse-pride and 
its votaries; to contend against the timidity 
begotten of easy circumstances, the servility 
born of slavery, and the treachery purchased 
by place and pelf. 

He could not but have seen the path that 
lay before him when he took up the cause of 
the oppressed. It has too often led to exile 
and ruin, to the dungeon and the scaffold. 
Brave and good men tried to snap the rusty 
ehain”’ in which fetidalism has bound the 
tenantry of Ireland, only to fail miserably. 
The landlord power had every engine of 
corruption ahd power ready to do service in 
its cause. 

Under these circumstances, Irish-Americans 
would be unworthy the freedom which the 
laws of this country confer if they did not 
turn out to do honor to the champion of their 
kindred and country, of the victim against 
the despoiler. The Tory press and the Tory 
leaders of England may not be so blind to all 
the signs of the times as not to read in a 
great demonstration such as we predict for 
Chieago an indication that free peoples abhor 
and detest the system of legalized robbery, 
and the plunder of a people under a feudal 
code such as the land laws of Ireland.

A few days ago & cablegram stated that 

there was much real distress among the 
Protestant Ulster farmers of Ireland; but 
they were too proud to acknowledge the 
fact. This statement is confirmed by mail 
advices which have sinee come to Hand. In 
the Northern Whig, a paper published. in 
Belfast in the interest of the Liberal Présby- 
terian party, we find the announcement made 
that The Moderator of the General Assembly 
intends to issue a letter requestin that the 
cotigregations in connection with the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in 
Ireland will make an arrangement for a col- 
lection, in order to supply the riecessartes 
of life to those {the rent-devoured tenants) 
who are in urgent need.” In , 
With this intention, we find that at a largely- 
attended Presbyterian ministers’ méeting 
held in Belfast the 29th of January steps 
were taken ta make collections, and the hope 
was expressed that “ the response would be 
as hearty as that given to the appeal niade in 
1847.” 

From these circumstances it would appear, 
in what has been the most prosperous parts 
of the refit-cursed island, that distress fs all 
but general in Ireland. Many others than 
those proud, independent, gritty Presbyteri- 
ans have suffered severely in silence rather 
than expose their sad poverty to the public 
gaze. An Irish gentleman, the editor of one 
of the principal Irish papers, says in a private 
letter toa partyin this city: It cuts me 
like a knife to see rent-devoured Ireland: 
Making periodical appeal to the charity of 
éven generous America, and it is perfect tor- 
ture to hear Englishmen lecturing us on our 
improvidence, and telling us that England is 
always ready with an alms.”

POSTAL TELEGRAPHY IN ENGLAND. 

Nearly all of the great London dailies have 
joined in a concerted and serious onslaught 
upon Government management of the postal 
telegraphy as it is now handled in England, 
and have framed an indictment which sub- 
stantially charges that branch of the service 
with being a willful failure. The 
says that The Department is skilled in all 
the arts of how not to do it,” and that the 
public is discouraged from availing itself of 
the system; and the Ttmes devotes a ponder- 
ous column and a half to the abuses which 
have grown up, some of which are worthy of 
specification. It charges that the Post-Office, 
since it came Into possession of the telegraph 
system, has done less to extend it than was 
to have been expected, and that its aim 
has deen to get through the great- 
est amount of work in the cheapest 
possible manner. It characterizes séme of 
the overcharges for special service as“ nearly 
dishonest,” and that sometimes these over- 
charges are the “perquisits of messengers” 
and sometimes are “confiscated by the De 
partment.” The limitations of the service 
constitute a still greater grievance. The 
Times says that in the whole of London 
there are but five offices always open at 
night, sixteen in all England, four in Seot- 
land, and four in Ireland.

Academy of Design Exhibition. 

At the gallery of the Academy of Design, 
a brief account of whose reception Tuesday 
evening has already appeared in these 
columns, are several pictures worthy of crit- 
ical study, and as a whole the collection is 
much above the average display when not 
reinforced by foreign contributions. The 
place of honor is assigned to Noble’s Idle 
Dreams.”’ A veritable Cinderella, bare-armed 
and in the costume of the kitchen, surrounded 
by pots and pans, has fallen asleep in a rather 
rickety chair at the kitchen-table.

LOCAL CRIME. 

ARRESTED FOR FORGERY. 

Charles A. Warner, a young man ot stu- 
dious habits, and areputation hitherto unblem- 
ished so far as the police khow, was yester- 
day arrésted by Detectives Wiley and Am- 
stein upon a charge of forgery and at- 
tempting to obtain money by, false Pre- 
tenses. Along about one month ago 
a chuckle-headed boy wandered into the 
office of the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany’s office at the corner of La Salle and 
Washington streets. He did not appear to 
know what he wanted there, and no one else 
knew, although he wore a new ¢ap similar 
to those worn by boys employed as messen- 


gers by the Company. He was noti 
and questioned, and readily told wha 
his business was. He had an- 
ag SI 
r, n 1 - 
raw to him to go to the First National 
Bank and present for payment a check for 
$890, purporting to have been drawn by M. E. 
Stone, editor of the Daily News, and payable 
to the Western Union Telegraph Company. 
The check was examined, and found 
to be a dangerous forgery. The 
signature was very nearly exact, the 
check was stamped in exact imitation of a 
stamp used by J. J. S. Wilson, Secretary of 
the Company. Mr. Wilson consulted Mr. 
Stone at once, and both made their way to 
police neatquarters with the boy. No trace 
could be found at that time of the forger, and 
the most the police could do was send 
the boy home, retain the cap. and await 
farther developments. 4 ay or two 
ago an advertisement exactly similar to the 
first was noticed in the papers, and the de- 
tectives 2 named Thomas Collins to 
answer advertisement and get engaged. 
Yesterday the boy went to the Merchants’ 
and Trust Company with a check simi- 
lar to the first, except the amount was 
altered to $950. Warner remained in wait- 
ing for the boy to return in a doorwa 
on Monroe street, where he was arrested. 
At Central Statidn he save the name of J. J. 
Wilson, and insisted on being so addressed. 
In his possession were found a quantity of 
stuff, but nothing in the forging line save a 
lithograph of Stone’s signature, published as 
an advertisement of some writing institute. 
It was from this that Warner obtained his 


copy. | 

The detectives then searched his rooms, at

ANOTHER HOTEL ROBBERY. 

Another of those mysterious robberies 
which have so vexed the souls of guests at 
the Grand Pacific and the progrietors thereof 
occurred night before last. The victims were 
Mr. II. J. Gardner, a former Governor of 
Massachusetts, but who came to this city last 
fall and has become engaged in the commis- 
sion business, and his two daughters. While 
they were out of their rooms, which are on 
the floor above the parlor one, somebody 
entered, using nippers, and carried o 
everything that he could find in the shape of 
money or jewelry. Clothing was not 
touched, although an abundance of it and 
ver valuable, too, was lying around. The 
pocket-books, even, were left, though all the 
money which they contained was taken 
out of them. ot improbably, the 
thief. was one of the colored boys 
employed about the hotel, who went through 
the rooms while they were at dinner. The 
total value of the propety taken was in the 
neighborhood of $1,000, There were two 
Swiss watches, quite costly, which were pre- 
sented to the young ladies Christmas, some 
other 1 and 8150 in money belongin 
to Miss Maud Gardner. In addition to a 
this, that lady mourns the loss of a couple of 
diamond rings. Her money and jewelry 
were in a little locked box in her bureau- 
drawer,—a box which also contained some 
letters, a card plate, etc. The two watches 
were on a dressing-case. Her sister’s jew- 
elry, also of considerable value, was in a 
pasteboard box in the bureau-drawer. 

The case has been put, of course, if the 
hands of —.— but there is very ‘little 
probability of the recovery of anything. The 
watches may possibly turn up, but the money 
is doubtless gone for good. In so large a 
hotel, with so many employés, it is 
impossible, in spite of the constant care of 
the poss etors, and the employment of 
watchmen or policemen, to prevent these 
occasional depredations without some assist- 
ance on the part of the guests. It is wise for 
all permanent oceupants of a hotel to put 
dead-latches on their doors, and then be 
careful to see they are locked 
whenever they go out. Nearly allof this 
thievery is done within three to ten minutes 
by somebody lounging along the corridor, 
who sees a guest go out and immediately 
utilizes the opportunity te plunder him. By 
the use of dead-latches this can to a great ex- 
tent be prevented. : 


THE MURDERED PAWNBROKER. 

The friends and relatives of Joachim, the 
pawnbroker murdered near Burlington, Ia., 
are keeping their own counsel, and there ap- 
pears to be nothing but conjecture at ths end 
of the route. It is stated that the deceased 
was doing an extensive business in buying 
stolen property, and that he and his relatives 
and the notorious Friedberg had formed 
a sort of syndicate for such goods.

KNIGHTS TEMPLAR. 


Preparations for the Triennial Con- 
clave. 3 

The arrangements for the Triennial Con- 
clave of the Knights Templar are progress- 
ing satisfactorily, all the Committees being 
hard at work perfecting the details. Already 
the indications point to the presence of a 
host, and it is safe to say that there will be in 
Chicago in August from 22,000 to 25,000 
Knights and their ladies. There are between 
600 and 700 Commanderies in the United 
States. At this time, six months be- 
fore the Conclave, nearly 225 have writ- 
ten that they will come; and of these 
only twenty-three are located in IIIi- 
nois, while there are fifty-two in this 
jurisdiction. So it is pretty evident that at 
least half, if not more, of all the Command- 
eries will attend.

It is estimated 
that 2,200 tents at least will be pitched—not 
common tents, but 9x9 Captain’s, 14x14 hos- 
pital, marquet, family compartment, and 
pavilion teuts. They will be arranged in 
the shape of passion and Greek crosses, cir- 
cles, and triangles. The entrances will face 
the east, and not Michigan avenue, so they 
will have the benefit of morning sun and 
the afternoon shade, the houses and trees on 
the west shelterin ‘the camp atter 4 o’clock.

MONTREAL, Feb. 21—The Post, the leading 
Catholic organ, comes out against the parade 
on St. Patrick’s Day..

Benjamin Brandreth. 
New York Times, Feb. 2. 

Benjamin Brandreth, the proprietor of 
Brandreth’s pills, died suddenly at his resi- 
dence in Sing Sing yesterday morning, of 
apoplexy. SR 

Mr. Brandreth was born in England, where 
his father and grandfather before him had 
been engaged in the pill business in a limited 
way. Benjamin was the first of the family 
to conceive the idea of enlarging»the busi- 
ness by the free use of printer’s ink. In 1835 
Benjamin came to this country, and began 
manufacturing and advertising on a’ scale 
that immediately attracted attention. He 
contracted a friendship with James Gordon 
Bennett, who was_ then establishing the 
Herald, in co ns of which sheet 
Brandreth’s cartharfic pills speedily w 
into notoriety. At that time a column of ad- 
vertising could be had at the price of a sin- 
gle square at the present cay, From 
840 to 1885 the P py rapidly rose 
in favor, great quantities being shipped 
to the West and South. A large trade was 
also built up with South America and 
foreign countries. In the years immediate! 
preceding the War Brandreth’s bills for 
vertising reached as — as $60,000 and 
$70,000 a year. The English branch of the 
house, conducted by one of the sons, ex- 
pended as high as $40,000 annually for the 
same purpose. Brandreth’s success brought a 
host of competitors into the business, some 
of whom in the end made larger fortunes 
than himself. Since the War,jthe firm | 
ly decreased their advertising, and — 
on the steady demand which their former ef- 
forts had created. Brandreth’s frst store 
was in Spruce street, where he remained for 
ten years, moving in 1845 to Hudson street, 
and from there to the present location at the 
corner of Canal street and Broadway, in 
1852. Mr. Brandreth was twice eleeted to 
the State Senate, and his eldest son, the 
Hon. George A. Brandreth, has served 
four terms in the Assembly.

EDUCATIONAL. 
THE COUNTY SCHOOLS. 

Last Friday 150 ungraded schools throughont 
the county were examined upon questions pre- 
pared by a committee of the Llinois State 
Teachers’ Association and County Superintend- 
ent-of-Schools A. G. Lane. 

Yesterday morning there was a meeting in the 
office of the County Superintendent of Schools 
of about twenty-five Principals of graded 
schools, and it was determined that an exami- 
nation should be held of the third, fifth, and 
eighth grades March 26, the questions to be pre- 

red for the examination by the County Super- 


ntendent. 

At 2 p. m. yesterday a meeting for the consul- 
tation of noipals of the various High Schools 
in the County was held. \.There were present: 
E. Haven, of Evanston; E. C. Delano, stant 
Superintendent of Schools in the city; Charles 
I. Parker, of Oakland; D. S. Wentworth, of the 
Cook County Normal School, Englewood; Leslie 
Lewis, of Hyde Park; B. L. Dodge, of Oak Park; 
J. A. Wiirst, of Blue Island; Chester Dodge, of 
Forestville; J. B. Farnsworth, of Maplewood; 
and County-Superintendent Lane. 

The object of the meeting was to hold a coun- 
cilin regard to the courses of study in the vari- 
ous schools, with reference to more uniformity, 
and the arrangement of the courses so that 
when the work of the high schools is completed 
it will prepare the pupils for college and other 
institutions where advanced courses will be 
taken. Also, that graduates of those institu- 
tion who have completed a two-years’ course in 
any high school can take special professional 
work in the Cook County Normal School, and 
obtain a first-rate certificate, which will entitle 
them to teach in any of the schools of the coun- 
ty; and that those who complete the three- 
years’ course of any of the high schools can 
complete the full course of the Normal School 
- ee their diplomas.

MADISON STREET. 
CONDITION OF THE BRIDGE. 

The Madison-street bridge was closed to the 
street-cars yesterday, and after to-morrow will 
impede river travel for several days. About the 
first work to be done in rebuilding the ap- 
proaches and strengthening the structure is on 
the centre pivot, which wili be commenced to- 
morrow, and the bridge cannot be swung until 
itis completed, which will take several days. 
The bridge will be open to foot-travel, how- 
ever. as usual. It is thought that the repairs 
being made cannot be completed inside of four 
weeks.

The abut- 
ments were built in 1856, and it appears that only 
one row of piles were driven. The wonder ap- 
pears to be that it has lasted so long without 
serious disasters. It will be necessary to remove 
all the elevated road- bed and drive a number 
of piles. As the work is at present, the

This accursed building, in which the 
killed the body, and, perhaps sometimes the 
soul, is an immense structure of solid stone- 
work, nearly 400 feet in front.

nasmuch as it had been blasphemously con- 
pn in the A a use In 1849 the In- 
quisition, as an institution, was formal! 
abolished by the Roman Assembly during ite 
brief tenure of power, but was reéstablished 
by Pius IX. the same year, when he regained 
his authority. 

Victor Emanuel, when he was made King, 
again cleared out the building. It may bea 
matter of some interest to know that military 
Kine then was taken of it by the present 


Roman Catholic Church, and 2 over 
atican inclo- 
sure,— 
rium in a civil imperio,—which is consider- 
ble. I suppose an American priest or Bishop 
could be imprisoned here if he chose to come 
over and put his head into the tiger’s mouth. 
While the lowering Palace of the Holy 
Office, with its deaf stone ears and 
walis, is the representative monument of 
the Inquisition, designed and specially built 
for its dreadful uses, it has not been the 
scene of some of its historie crimes most 
familiarly known to the civilzed world. Gali- 
leo did not make within its walls his famous 
recantation of the movement of the earth. 
That shameful triumph of brutal ignorance 
took place in the convent of the Church of 
Santa Maria Sopra Minerva, long used as the 
tribunal and dungeon of the Inquisition. 
Bruno, ¢for teaching the heresy of the Co- 
rnican 8 m, was not burnt.in its court, 

t in the Campo de Flori, a kind of 
Smithfield across the river, where 
barous autos-da-fé of that time 
tomarily held. It is now a di 
place, wide and open, filled with 
and petty c. Savonarola was 
Florence. 

But although this palace, only erected 
about 1600, has been spared some of the dra- 
matic horrors of the history of the Inquisi- 
tion, it is the building which must ever be as- 
sociated in the public mind with this institu- 
tion and bear its odium,—an odium t will 

ow stronger and deeper as men grow gen- 

er and juster, and more Christian. It was 
the official headquarters of the Indquisitio 
the seat of the unjust judge, the chamber o 
torture and of death,—built deliberately and 
in cold blood for the worst purposes of the 
institution when it was at the height of its 
power and cruelty. I do not propose in this 
place to enter*into any argument as to the 
nature or character of the secret trials of the 
Inguisition. I am only describing the char-

While these th d to the dramatic hor- 
rors of the place, they do not essentially in- 
crease its wrong. To the Anglo-Saxon mind 
secret trial isa wrong which cannot be very 
well made worse. Itis unfair; it is a harm 
to the State as well as to the prisoner. Itis 
in itself a violation of law and a prostitution 
of justice, and a fit ground for violent revo- 
lution. And yet because this belief is ground- 
ed in us we have no bastiles and no inquisi- 
tions. And I think the same good day is 
coming for the Romans. It is customary to 
charge the outrages, moral and physical, of 
the Inquisition on the alleged cruelty of the 
Italian nature. As the Italian people have, 
however, within thirty years three times 
driven out the institution, it can hardly with 
fairness be laid to their doors. 

It is also said in its defense that its terrible 
and inhuman punishments were medizval 
and to be charged to the spirit of the age, an 
that they could not be repeated now under 
any circumstances. This is simply not 
the case. The claws of the _  ecclesi- 
astical tiger at Rome are cut, and his 
fan muzzled, but claws and teeth 
are both there yet. I suppose it perha 
would not do to burn an offender in 1880 in 
the piazza of St. Peter’s for not thinking as

“The p escr s this: 
furnace fire is built and kept burning for 
twenty or thirty hours before the cremation 
is to take place. Immediately above this fire 
is placed in a horizontal position a cylinder 
of clay called the incinerator, three feet in 
diameter by seven feet long. This fire-clay 
incinerator admits the intense heat of the fire 
below, but not the flames. The consequence 
is that the body, when placed in the incinera- 
stor, is not, in a proper sense of the word, 
burned. It is reduced to ashes by the chem- 
ical application of intense heat. Gases are 
driven off or absorbed, and, being carried 
down into the fire from the incinerator and 
led back and forth twenty-five feet through 
its flames, are utterly consumed. Even the 
smoke of the fire is consumed, and nothing 
can be seen issuing from the chimney but the 
quiver of the heat. The process might be

There are 1,136 Con ministers 
without ral S estimated 
that about 250 of these are too old or infirm 
to do regular duty. This leaves 886 who are 
suppo to be able to work. There are 662 
churches which have no pastors. Some are 
too poor to pay salaries, and some are so hard 
to please that no man can be found 
who will suit them. Many of the churchless 
ministers are sq poor that they would be will- 
ing to work at very low wages, and it is on 
this account that some of the churches refuse 
to employ them. Congregationalism is just 
now much agitated in try to find out how 
to supply the ministers with churches and 
the churches with ministers. 


It is reported that the Pope has accepted a 
compromise with the English Ritualistic 
clergy by which those who are already mar- 
ried are to be reordained, but allowed to as- 
sist in ministering in Catholic churches in 
mass, benediction, preaching, and catechism, 
but will not be itted to parochial func- 
tions, especially confessions.
